Whitesville boy Meets Death 
While Loading Gun. 



Grandfather Mods the Body in 
Thicket at 7:30 O'clock 
Tuesday Morning. 



William J. Sapp, the thirteen-year- 
old won of H. G. Sapp, a prominent 
farmer, who resides about a mile 
from Whitesviell,, was found dead lit 
u. thicket about 600 yards from the 
home 'by his gmittdfaHtlwr. J aba 
Sapp, at 7:30 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, with his oh Inn shattered and the 
gun lying on his kneeB.w.nere it had 
flatten after it bad ba n dUsaharg d. 
Justice of Jibe peace J. W. Wane held 
am Inquest over the body of the boy 
declaring that hta death was accl- 
dmiR), and was caused by the dis- 
charge of the gun while it was b.iiiig 
loaded by ube'-ad. 

The (boy, according to tbe story 
toid by his mother, had asked p -r- 
antasUjin to go hunting oa Monday 
owning, and upon being iran d ihe 
permission, he had set out on bis 
trip about 3o"ctock, with two dojs 
jand an old muzzle-iLoadtog. shotgun, 
that be hod bnen hunting with dur- 
ing the aaasom. 

The boy promised bis parents that 
he mould return aibout 6:30 o'clock 
In tdime to eat bis supper wditih the 
other mt-nnHems of the family. When, 
the lad failed to return at the prom- 
ised time, the parents were Bltghtly 
akraned, and the father made a 
quick trip to WhlUsviUe to make 
inquiries concerning the boy. 

AH 12 o'clock, when the boy failed 
to put n hta appearance the parent* 
were greatly alarmed, and imsoe- 
d'ately made up a posse and Wtf»fl- 
tuted search for the hoy. Aift-r 
tramping over the t&Mrs for some 
time Mm; poa9e / was r .►ad to naCnrn 
as a heavy rain bad set in and i t was 
ao dark that they were unable to 
kjap up bhe search. No one sen mod 
to kinow where the hoy had be^n 
hunaing, as be bad atantd out by 
himself. 

When Mm posse nAurned home, 
John Sapp, the giandtfWuber of the 
hoy, stated that about 5:30 o'clock 
to tbe afarnoou be had mua a puff 
of smoke issuing from a clump of 
trees near the bouse and that he 
bad heard tbe report of a gun, but 
as .be was in such r eble health, be 
was unable to go In tbe field and 
mm if tbe boy had been hurt The 
JUembore of the poaae stated that 
they had a?arch«d every inch of 
ground around tbie house and that 
they could not find any trace of the 
boy. The grandfather, however, be- 
l. wed that the boy was l>nu In the 
olmnup of tivjee .and before blue family 
bad arisen, started out alone to find 
tbe lad. After Marching for several 
hours be found the hoy tuns la a 
pool of blood, wiirah his abln com- 
pletely torn away and bta fade badly 
lacerated by the shot. Tine boy was 
tying on his back and the wan -was 
across his knees, Where It evident'./ 
had fallen after it bad been dfc- 
oUargud. According to the stati,.- 
inent of the physician, be bad be/vi 
died since 6 o'clock Monday wv- 



The remains were Immediately 
taken to the resldinoe uf bita psnsnta 
mho were pros/rated when they saw 
him.

Girt In Full Dress. 

tlmlak. or bird's skin, with Its colored 
cotton stuff for daily use. and woolen, 
silk or velveteen for Sundays and holi- 
days. The hood is never used by the 
women, who always leave It hanging 
down. Around the neck the young 
girls wear a collar more than a Quar- 
ter-yard wide, mad* of gUuss pearls, 
set In the most varied patterns. This 
pearl collar Is worn only by young 
girls, and by wives until they have 
got their first child. After that, th* 
pearls are used as fringes and tassels 
for the amaut. 

The pet garments of the girls, and 
of married women, too, are the 
breeches and the kamlks. They take 
much time to make these garments as 
fine as possible. The breeches, which 
are worn next the bare body, are 
made of costly sealskins or reindeer 
skins. They are not fastened to the 
body by anything, but their stiffness 
keeps them In place. The Greenland- 
ers know nothing of buttons or hooks 
or buckles or braces, at least on the 
women's garments. 

The kamlks consist of an Inner 
stocking of skin with the hair Inside, 
and an outer boot made of dyed or 
painted skin In the most screeching 
colors — bright red. blue, violet. Th* 
most valued are the white half-boots 
which are used on Sundays, holidays, 
and on certain occasions like mar- 
riages. The sole of the kamlk Is not 
hard and stiff, but soft and pliable. 
Between th* soles of the Inner and 
outer kamlk Is a layer ot straw, that 
every day must be taken out and 
dried. 

The hair-top, th* national head- 
dress, Is th* darling of every young 
girl, and Is put up twice or thrice a 
week. It Is not taken down at night, 
and the women sleep with the top 
hanging out over the pillow's edge, 
which looks exceedingly funny If on* 
happens into a sleeping-room at night. 
Round the top are wound ribbons of 
different colors. Ilk* standards, an- 
nouncing th* stat* of their bearers. 
The wives wear blue in all shades, 
th* maidens red, the unmarried moth- 
ers green In all shades, and the wid- 
ows wear black. All other colors are 
forbidden. In front they Ilk* to fas- 
ten on the ribbon some shining object, 
a brooch or au old ear-ring. For lack 
of other things, they will pin on a 
pleoe of colored silver or gold paper. 
To get the top firm and stiff, the hair 
muat be drawn very tight. In some 
the hair on each aid* of th* head Is 
torn out, and two large bald spots ap-
